ENVIRONMENTAL HYGIENE 
Water 


The water supply has been satisfactory in quality and quantity, with the 
exception of the Bonds Estate area, where, from time to time, the supply is 
restricted, mainly due to the inadequacy of the piped system, All water is 
supplied by Hull Corporation, who carry out regular bacteriological examinations 
at the source, In addition, local samples are taken from time to time, No 
official action has been necessary in connection with the water supply. 


SWIMMING BATHS & COMMON LODGING HOUSES 


There are no swimming baths or comuon lodging houses within the area of 
the Borough, 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


The Council's proposals for a new sewerage scheme have been agreed by 
the Ministry, and as soon as negotiations about the outfall to the River Humber 
have been completed, it is hoped that the scheme will be started, There is no 
doubt that a new sewerage scheme is necessary, and its completion should make 
possible future housing development in the town. 
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HOUSING 


4A public enquiry into the Council's proposals for the development of 
Bonds Estate by a number of Clearance Orders was held in October, There 
were a number of objections to this scheme, and after considering the Inspector's 
report, the Minister decided not to support the Council's proposals, and further 
consideration will have to be given to ~° development in this area, as many of 
the houses are inadequately constructed and have no modern amenities, while only 
five out of a total of 115 houses in this area are connected to a sewer,
